
REMARKS 


In the Office Action of December 27, 2002, Claims 12-21 are allowed, Claims 1, 4, 9 and 
11 are rejected, and Claims 2, 3, 5-8 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim but are stated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The Applicant has canceled the rejected claims without prejudice or disclaimer. In 
addition, the Applicant has rewritten Claims 2, 3, 5-8 and 10 to no longer depend upon a rejected 
base claim. Accordingly, the Applicant believes that the claims remaining in the application, 
Claims 2, 3, 5-8, 10 and 12-21 now stand in proper form for allowance and such favorable action 
is requested. 

As amended, the application now contains two additional independent claims and a fee in 
the amount of $84.00 to cover two additional independent claims for a small entity according to 
Section 1.16(b) is enclosed with this response.
